Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6-8, 32, 35, 41 and 44-48 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to independent claims 1 , 32, 35, and 41 the prior art found does not 
specifically teach determining said selection of content information as a function of a 
majority decision weighted with said priority value of said cursors and the other 
information selected by another cursor among said plurality of cursors is displayed 
within an alternative window; in combination with all of the other claim limitations. 

All dependent claims are allowable by virtue of their dependence on allowable 
independent claims.
